* in the field of international relations, each of which has employees 

of the State Department both as Chairman and Secretary* Many of these 
committees have been formed with the authority or approval of the 
President « Others have been formed by invitation of the Secretary 
of State to other interested departments and agencies* This list, 
therefore, gives ample precedent for State Deparaent chairmen and 
secretaries of interdepartmental cowitteea along the lines proposed 
for the National Intelligence Authority. Recognition of this type 
of organisation ty tto President and other Government officials is 
clearly indicated.

Department personnel. 

the letter from the President establishing the Executive 
Cosed ttee on Economic Foreign Policy furniehes clear evidence 
that the President looks to the Department of State to take 
the leadership in Interdepartmental cocrdttees dealing with 
foreign affairs. 

It should also be noted that I have been unable to discover 
any precedent for an interdepartmental committee with a secretariat 
independent of any single department or agency of the Government# In 
the case of all other interdepartmental cosed ttees which I have noted 
the secretariat is furnished normally ly the department or agency 
of primary interest, mcoept for a few co^&ittees whose secretariat is 
furnished Jointly hr all participating agencies. j
